This was revealed tonight in the an- 
nouncement by Chairman John J. Ras- 
kob, of the national committee that 
he has requested Professor E. R. Selig- 
man, of Columbia university, widely 
known economist, to make an intensive 
survey of the agricultural problem 
which Raskob said would “require 
many weeks if not months of hard 
work.” Raskob recently announced he 
would direct drafting of a plan to be 
submitted during the campaign. 

Formal Statement. 

The national chairman, in a formal 
statement, also took exception to pub- 
lished reports that he “saw nothing 
economically unsound in the equaliza- 
tion fee.” He reiterated that he has 
not committed himself to any farm re- 
lief plan, adding he still has “an open 
mind” on the equalization fee. Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith, democratic 
presidential candidate, rejected the 
MeNary-Haugen bill and the equaliza- 
tion fee as a form of farm relief the 
other day, but said he favors farm re- 
lief based on the principle that the 
cost of marketing surpluses be assessed 
against the commodity benefitted, 
which is the underlying principle of 
he equalization fee. |

Month after month, year after year, 
since 1910, an elderly negro workman 
has plodded into a salary buyer’s of- 
fice here, depositing in 30-day re- 
newals $1,535.60 on an advance 
which. began at $5 and crept up to 
$76 as the years went by.

filed to recover for the workman the 


total payments alleged to have been 
made to P. P. Jackson, Atlanta salary 
buyer. 

‘In his petition Earl says that the 
buyer threatened to reveal the trans- 
action to the Southern railroad, which 
would automatically have dismissed 
the negro under a company rule 
against assignment of salaries by em- 
ployees. 

The fear of losing his job and his 
inability to pay the principal impell- 
ed Earl to renew the assignment, 
month on month, from January 2, 
1910, to March 17, 1928, the negro 
recites. 

Earl says he was not allowed to 
partially reduce the original advance, 
and found that necessity drove him to 


increase the amount from time to 
time. 

A statement detailing the 18-year 
transaction shows monthly payments 
as high as $5 on a $20 assignment, 
finally reaching, in January of 1925, 
a $10 payment on the $76 debt, 

Between January of 1910 and 
March of this year Earl swears he 
missed no single month in paying for 
his renewal. 
| The petition contends that the 
| transactions throughout were, in ef- 
| fect, loans at a usurious rate of in- 
| terest ; that the contract under which 
' the collections were made is voided 
by state laws  perscribing interest 
rates on loans under $300. 

While ordinarily the _ limitation 
would be four years on a civil ac-

Strikes Kink in Track.

from a freight train. 

Witnesses said the engine stagger- 
ed and left the rails, striking the side 
of the “Chickasaw.’’ The front of 
the huge engine caromed down the 
line of steel cars, ripping them open 
and crushing’ their sides as though 
they were tin cans. 

Passengers on the “Chickasaw” 
told stories of a blinding flash of light 
at the instant of the crash, which 
faded and left the scene in darkness. 
Great clouds of dust hindered the 
work of extricating people from the 
wrecked trains. 

Negro Saves Many. 


Uninjured passengers who escaped 
from their cars smashed windows in 
the coaches and lifted the injured and 
frightened people from the wreckage. 
Darby Prince, a negro Pullman 
porter, of Chicago, used his broom to 
break the windows on his car and as- 
sisted 18 persons to safety. 

The steel passenger coaches and 
Pullman sleepers were sprawled over 
the scene like broken egg shells. Seven 
of the nine coaches of the “Chicka- 
saw’ had turned over and lay on 
their sides in a ditch. The coaches of 
the southbound train remained up- 
right, although some of them had 
hurdled coaches of the other train 
before coming to a halt. 

Engineer Is Injured. 


Louis Banks, engineer of the south- 
bound train, and his fireman, Louis 
Allstadt, both stuck to their engine 
and were only slightly injured. The 
smokestack had been hurled more 
than 100 feet, where it lay between 
the rails.

New York, August 6.—(?)—Captain 


|Frank T. Courtney and the three men 


with whom he cheated death after 
their seaplane “Whale” had crashed 
aflame in mid-coean, reached New 
York today on the liner which picked 
them off the floating wreck of their 
aircraft. 

. It was a nonehalant crew which 
stepped off the city tug Macom at the 
Battery, shook hands with Mayor 
Walker at city hall, and drove up 
Broadway through hurrying crowds 


to the hotel where they will stay while

Captain Courtney did the talking 
for his companions while the Macom 


steamed from. quarantine to the Bat- 
tery, and it was a graphic story he 
told of the forced landing, the hours 
of drifting, the fire in the engine room 
of the plane and the final rescue 
by the liner Minnewaska. 

“We were up 1,500 feet when the 
fire broke out,” he said, “and it took 
us only 30 second to drop to the 
water while Fred Pierce (the me- 
chanic) stopped the gasoline feed 
cocks, We veered over and 
came down smack on the incline of 
an ocean swell with the aid of the 
flare made by our flaming ship.”

AS RESCUE WORK 
GETS UNDER WAY 


Destroyer Strikes F-14 in 
Adriatic Sea During 
Maneuvers; Vessel Goes 
Down Immediately. 


PLANES LOCATE 
SUNKEN CRAFT 


Hope Is Held That Air 
Can Be Pumped to Men 
If Raising Work Is De- 
layed Much Longer. 


Rome, August 6.—(#)—The crew 
of the Italian submarine F-14 tonight 
lay in the crippled craft 131 feet below 
the surface of the Adriatic, to which 
they were plunged by collision with 
the destroyer Giuseppe Missori early 
this morning. 

Although the submarine sank im- 
mediately after the crash, members of 
its crew carried on communication 
with the fleet above, which indicated 
that at least some of them were alive 
and that the bulkheads still kept back 
the waters. 

Weather Unfavorable. 

Rescue apparatus was at hand and 
it was hoped that fresh air might be 
pumped; into the submarine should 
raising it be delayed. The weather 
was none too favorable for salvage 
tonight. 

The submarine was struck by the 
prow of the destroyer when it sud- 
denly emerged on the surface during 
an attack maneuver with the fleet. 
Airplanes located it and observers in 
one, through the advantage of alti- 
tude in peering into the ocean depths, 
believed that they sighted the F-14 
near where the warship Brindisi was 
at anchor. 

Admiral Foschini, who was on board 
the Brindisi, took charge of the rescue 
work, Other vessels of the fleet pro- 
vided four. sets of diving apparatus 
as well as means to raise the craft 
when weather permits. 

On Floor 17 Hours. 

The submarine was sunk at 8:45 a. 
m., Italian time. At 10 p. m., eastern 
daylight time, the F-14 had been lying 
on the ocean floor more than 17 hours. 
_At least a score of men were be- 
lieved to be trapped in the F-14. Their 
comrades of the navy worked unceas- 
ingly through the night on the tossing 
surface of the Adriatic in efforts to 
save them. The hopes of the rescuers 
were buoyed up by the messages sent 
through the submarine’s special sub- 
marine signalling apparatus. 

150 Feet in Lenght. 

The F-14 is one of the coast defense 
submarines of the Italian navy. With 
ten or more others of its class it was 
built at Leghorn in the years 1916 
and 1917. Its displacement is 260 
tons at the surface and 318 tons when 
submerged. Its length is about 150 
feet. Submarines of this class have a 
normal complement of 22 men.

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NET WEIGHT SAL 
URGED FOR TiN 


Adoption of a resolution urging that 
cotton be sold by net instead of gross 
weight, and discussion of the use of 
cotton instead of jute bagging for cot- 
ton bales featured a meeting of the 
cotton states agricultural commission- 
ers Monday at the Henry Grady* hotel. 

Addresses were made by commission- 


[ers from five southern states. William 


Graham, commissioner from South 
Carolina, discussed the use of cotton 
in place of jute bagging which must be 
imported from India. 

“The use of jute bagging or any 
other material not made of cotton fur- 
nishes an excuse for deducting from 
each bale of cotton a certain number 
of pounds called tare,” said Mr. Gra- 
ham. “If farmers will use cotton they 
will save about $30,000,000. _The cot- 
ton raiser penalizes himself 7 pounds 
every time he wraps cotton in jute 
bagging.” 

S. Odenheimer, president of the 
Lane Cotton Mills company, of New 
Orleans, pointing out that the south 
has a yirtual monopoly in cotton, sug- 
gested that cotton growers’ associa- 
tions be governed by a central organi- 
zation insofar as the price basis of 
the staple is concerned. This price, 
he suggested, would govern all cotton 
growers’ organizations during a _pe- 
riod of time to be determined by the 
ceptral body. 

A resolution offered by Harry D. 
Wilson, of Louisiana, president of the 
organization, was adopted. The reso- 
lution reads: “The eotton states com- 
missioners, in session at the Henry 
Grady hotel, Monday, August 6, rec- 
ominend and urge that cotton be sold 
iby net weight instead of gross weight 
and indorse bills now before congress 
to establish net weight for cotton.’

The next instant I real- 
ized with a nervous jerk that the plane 
had banked too steeply to that side 
and I must move the stick over to try 
to pull it back before we slipped off 
and plunged into a sideslip just like 
an automobile running off a _ steep 
embankment, 

I've had not quite two hours in 
the air yet. Except for the fact that 
other people have learned and I know 
that if they did, I can, I would he 
discoureged. Also, the instructor 
said today: 

“You never learn much the first 
two hours. It takes you that long 
to get accustomed enough to the feel- 
ing of being in the air to begin to 
learn something, 

“After five or six hours, you'll be- 
gin to get the hang of the thing so 
well that you'll feel like a veteran. 
Then, if you are like many students, 
you'll get over-confident and be in 
more danger than you are now.” 

Tomorrow I will tell what happen- 
ed to the instructor, who, while rid- 
ing in the front cockpit, high in the 
air, turned over the controls to his 
pupil in the rear cockpit, and then, 
when the plane wobbled into a dive, 
turned around and saw that his pu- 
pil was missing!

Just now the 
farmers on the one hand and the 
food buyers on the other hand are 
waiting curiously to hear what 
Hoover will say about it on the 11th 
and what Al Smith will offer to 
them on the 22d.

He will be followed by Congress- 
man Dickinson, farm blocker from 
lowa, who has regretfully shed his 
equalization fee complex and is now 
“all for-Hoover.” It will be in- 
teresting to get the viewpoints of 
these representative men of the 
major parties. 


Then there is to be a featured 
address on “The Solid South—Its 
Cause? Its Future?” by Mrs. Sarah 
Lee Fain, of Norfolk, who is a no- 
table member of the lower house of 
the Virginia general assembly. The 
talented lady will, doubtless, make 
an illuminating exposition of her 
theme, but that duplex conundrum 
has an easy and final answer. The 
cause of the solid south is the en- 
franchised negro and the future of 
the solid south is that it will stay 
solid as long as the negro is repre- 
sentative of the republican party in 
the south. 

Professor William E. Dodd, pro- 
fessor of history at Chicago uni- 
versity, is to speak on “The South 
at the Parting of the Ways.” This 
has been discussed variously by 
very cocksure persons, politicians 
and empirics, ‘for’ the last forty 
years and more. During all that 
time the south has steadily passed 
all the cross-roads up the line and 
kept in the middle of the. straight 
road of white supremacy, focal 
home rule, and fidelity to the faiths 
of its fathers. 

The south has done well on that 
road and is now forging ahead with 
increased speed and success in all 
those departments of her life that 
make for prosperity, power and na- 
tional influence. 

Among other delectable dishes on 
the menu is an address by Ex-Gov- 
ernor Nellie Tayloe Ross, of Wyo- 
ming, on “Is Prohibition a Party 
Issue?’”

How Southern Democrats Rewarded the 
‘Superb Democracy of General. Hancock

But now comes 
the St.. Louis Post-

the south -will not 

vote for a Catholic and a wet’’ and, 
for. proof of southern party loyalty, 
records that in 1880 “the south cast 
a. solid democratic vote for General 
Winfield S. Hancock, despite the fact 
that General Hancock was a hero of 
the battle of Gettysburg on the union 
side,” 
That reads real funny to this writer 
who lived in Louisiana while General 
Hancock was military commander of 


the fifth district set up by the radical 
republican congress, composed of the 
unstatehooded commonwealths of Lou- 
isiana and Texas; and who was pres- 
ent in the democratic national con- 
ventions of 1868 to 1880—and nearly 
all of them since! 

It should interest the Post-Dispatch 
and any others who are short of po- 
litical history, to have their attention 
called to the fact that most of the 
leading commanders of the union ar- 
mies were democrats. Without ef- 
fort one can recall such of them as 
Grant, Hancock, Thomas, McClellan, 
McClernand, Blair, Russeau, Rosen- 
eranz, Stoneman, Stedman, Schofield, 
Slocum, Sickles and Logan.

Career of “Hancock, the Superb.” 

Hancock was a Pennsylvanian and a 
democrat blood-bred in the principles 
of Jefferson and Jackson. He fought 
for the union, of course, as did those 
other democrats of the north and west 
who believed in the honesty of the 
most’ solemn and unanimous pledge of 
both houses of congress in 1861 .*‘to 
prosecute the war exclusively for the 
maintenance of the government and 
the preservation of the union under 
the constitution.”’ 

His spirited conduct in the fateful 


battle at Gettysburg won for him the 
sobriquet of “Hancock, the Superb,” 
which attaches to his name to this 
day. 

After the war ceased and the re- 
publicans began their destructive cam- 
paign against the south under the 
false name of “reconstruction,” Han- 
cock was one of those who felt, as 
Grant did at first, that q national 
pledge of honor was being broken and 
that the soldiers who had fought and 
died “for the union under the consti- 


tution” were being betrayed and dis- 
honored by radical usurpation and dis- 
honesty. 

When ten states in the south were 


union. and established the constitution 
districts under the dictation of. con- 


resident Johnson; as commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy, had the 
designation of the military command- 
ers of those districts: He requested 
General Hancock to be one of those 
commanders, but he begged the presi- 
dent not assign him to so distaste- 
ful a service. 

But when General Sheridan was 
sent to command at New Orleans and 
developed a military despotism that 
shocked the conservatives of the na- 
tion, President Johnson prevailed upon 
Hancock to succeed Sheridan. When 
Hancock assumed command he issued 
a proclamation which electrified the 
country. He took high constitutional 
grounds, declared that in all things 
possible under the law the military 
power must be subordinate to the civ- 
il power, and reassured the people 
that all their legal rights should be 
secured to them. | - | 


Hancock Became a Southern Idol. 


President Johnson and his eabinet, 
except Stanton, openly indorsed the 
Hancock proclamation, and it was ap- 
plauded by the democrats of the whole 
country as fully a superb action in 
peace as any he had performed in 
war. He became instantly a hero 
to the democrats of Louisiana and 
Texas, and soon was a popular idol 
throughout the south. . But when the 
radical congress set out to nullify his 
program, he asked to be relieved for 
conscience sake and the president felt 
bound to grant,his request. 


The next year, 1868, the delegates 
from Louisiana and Texas, joined by 
many of those from the other south- 
ern states, went to the New York 
democratic national convention enthu- 
siastically backing General Hancock 
for the presidential nomination. Pres- 
ident Johnson felt that he wag en- 
titled to it, but lacking the solid 
southernesupport, he also favored 
Hancock. 

When the balloting began on Tues- 
day, July 7, nine candidates were 
voted for. 

Senator Pendleton, of Ohio, sup- 
ported by the western democrats, re- 
ceived 105 votes; President Johnson 
got 65; General Hancock 331-2; 
Church, of New York, 33; Packer, of 
Pennsylvania, 26: Parker. of New Jer- 
sey, 16: Doolittle, of Wisconsin, 15, 
and Hendrick, of Indiana, 2 1-2. 


The balloting went on to the 
ballot on Thursday. Pendleton got 
his highest vote on the 8th ballot— 
156 1-2. Hancock’s highest was on 
the 18th—1441-2; but on the 21st 
ballot, preceding the stampede to Sey- 
mour on the 22d, who had not been 
voted for previously, Hancock had 
135 1-2 to 132 for Hendricks, and 37 
scattering. Most of the Hancock 
votes were from the south. 


Hancock was again toted for in the 
1876 convention by southern dele- 
gates—75 of them, who were loyal to 
him ig spite of Tilden’s certain nom- 
inatiol.

literate the vein. Why not, when it 
has gone varicose? It will be of no 
further use to the owner, and there 
are plenty of other veins to carry on 
the circulation, in the lower half of 
the body. 

Better. than this chemical oblitera- 


veins, is prevention of the trouble. 
That's trite. I had to say it to as- 
sure the casual reader that this is 
one talk, and not two mixed up, for 
we now turn abruptly back to the 
diaphragm again. Somehow I have 
the feeling that the main cause of 
varicosities lies in or near the dia- 
phragm, if you know where I mean. 

I think competitive examinations as 
a rule are a sad joke as a test of 
anybody’s knowledge or mastery of a 
given subject, but if I had *to select 
from a miscellaneous group of persons 
the one with the best understanding 
of physiology I’d use this question as 
a test: Tell me in the next three min- 
utes all you can about the diaphragm. 
I reckon this would quickly disqualify 
most of the wiseacres and highbrows. 

The diaphragm is the principal 
breathing muscle, also the principle 
laughing muscle, also the principle 
singing and speaking muscle, besides 
being useful when one has to- cough, 
sneeze, sob, ery, gasp, grunt, snore 
and various other things unpleasant 
to mention. Can't stop here to des- 
scribe the diaphragm again—just re- 
member it is a muscle stretched across 
the trunk like a tarpaulin over the 
liver and stomach and things. When 
it contracts it squeezes down on the 
liver and stomach and other abdomi- 
nal viscera and pushes out the belly, 
incidentally drawing air into the chest 
to forestall a vacuum there. The dia- 
phragm is a flexible wall between the | 
chest cavity and the abdominal cav-| 
ity, an arched roof for the abdomen. 
Of all facetious allusions to the dia- 
phragm the, most humorous are the 
corset fitter’s, because they are made 
so seriously. 

Animals apparently do not have 
varicose veins. Savages, as nearly as 
I can learn, are rarely if ever so af- 
fected. The absence of the condition 
in animals has been ascribed to eyo- 
lution, but this theory does not ex- 
plain the absence of the condition 
among savage races. I have a theory 
that accounts for both—TI believe va- 
ricosity is mainly due to the bad habit 
of upper chest breathmg. Owing to 
our unhygienic clothing and harness 
we civilized folk, particularly our 


function of the diaphragm, which is 
abdominal or belly breathing. © Cer- 
tainly this accounts for many fune- 
tional difficulties among girls and 
women, for by regular daily practice 
of belly breathing, the Mosher habit, | 
thousands of such sufferers have found 
the remedy.

LAETARE MEDALISTS IN THE SOUTH. 


Washington, August 6—Recently 
The Constitution reported the cere- 
mony in which the annual award of 


the coveted Laetare medal by Notre 
Dame university was made to our dis- 
tinguished fellow-citizen, Hon. Jack J. 
Spalding. That is one of the highest 
honors conferred by American authori- 
ties upon a Catholic layman for con- 
spicuous service in any of the fields 
of worthy public endeavor. 

The awarding of the famous medal 

began in 1883 and the one received 
by Colonel Spalding this year is the 
forty-sixth in the honor list. «The first 
one was given to John Gilmary Shea, 
the great historian of the ‘Catholic 
church in America. 
_ In the report of the Spalding award 
it was erroneously stated that it was 
the first award of the medal to a 
Catholie in the southern states, 

The roster of Laetare medilists 
shows that the first southern Catholic 
to receive it was Miss Francis Tier- 
nan, a woman novelist and general 
writer, who lived in North Carolina 
and used the nom de plume “Christian 
Reid.” As long as 50 years ago she 
wrote some entrancing romances of 
the southern mountaineers, in which 
were charming characterizations and 


pictures of Piedmont scenery. She 

was awarded the medal in 1900. 
The next award of the medal to a 

southerner was made in 1914 to Hon. 


late chief justice of the supreme court 
of the United States. He was the 
second Catholic jurist to hold the 
great office of chief judge of the na- 
tion; the other was Chief Justice 
Taney, who rendered the famous “Dred 
Scott decision” that worked so strong- 
ly to bring on the war between the 
states in 1861. 

The third southern award of the 
medal was made in 1917 and was to 
Admiral William Shepherd Benson, of 
Macon, Ga., who was chief of the 
naval operations of the United States 
in the world war. Admiral Benson 
is not only one of the world’s most ac- 
complished naval officers, but is also 
a conspicuous figure in the field .of 
philanthropy—an honor to Georgia as 
well as to his church. 

So we have two citizens of our 
state bearing Laetare medals; but we 
are all agreed that no one anywhere 
has received this distinguished Catho- 
lice honor whose modest and devoted 
services to his church and country bet- 
ter entitled him to it than our. well- 
loved townsman, Jack Spalding.

POLISH AIRMEN 
PLAN NEW JUMP. 

Oporto, Portgual, August 6.— 
(United News.)—Rested after their

‘ Story of Flight. 


The story of the flight from the 
time the giant Amoit biplane ca- 
reened down [ge Bourget airdrome, 
Paris, under its heavy load early Fri- 
day to the time fhe plane landed near 
the Samos Saturday was related to- 
day by Kubala as he left the Oporto 
Military hospital, where he was treat- 
ed for injuries. 

“Everything appeared to be going 
well as we dashed over the Atlantic 
toward Horta. We sighted several 
ships, which we afterward learned 
were reporting our progress,” Kubala 
said. “A defect developed, however, 
in the gasoline feed line and we knew 
that we must make an attempt to re- 
turn to Paris. 

“On the way back trouble developed 
in the engine and it was while we 
were endeavoring to locate the cause 
that we fell in the sea some 80 miles 
south of Cape Finisterre. Fortunately 
for us, the steamship Samos was near 
and we were saved and the airplane 
salvaged. 

Wings Broken Off. 

“The wings of the plane were 
broken off in the crash and the plane 
was otherwise damaged.” 

Large crowds gathered about the 
plane today in the Leixoes harbor 
near here where the Marshal Pilsud- 
ski, as the fliers called their plane, 
was being dismantled and prepared 
for shipment to Paris. Just how soon 
the aviators expect to make another 
attempt is not known, but Kubala 
said it would be “at the first oppor- 
tune moment.” 

Both of the fliers were deeply

INSURANCE BONDS 
SENT 10 TOOMBS 


St. Louis, August 6.—4)—Th 
Post-Dispatch today said the $3,500,- 
000 bonds now missing from assets of 
the International Life Insurance com- 
pany were sent to Roy C. Thomas, 
president, in Chicago, June 29, ac- 
cording to a statement made by a 
company official who declined to per- 
mit use of his name. 

The company official declared that

Toombs told the officers of the 
company later, according to the same 
informant, that the bonds had. been 
negotiated and that their full value 
would be refunded to the company, 
but that this process would take some 
time. 

Toombs, and other officers of the 
insurance company, have been given 
one week in which to produce $3,500,- 
000 in securities or face a recom- 
mendation of criminal action by eight 
insurance commissioners from differ- 
ent states, who are investigating the 
company.

PLAYGROUND HEADS 
APPROVE PROGRAM 
FOR WHITE PARK 


The municipal playground directors, 
at a meeting held Monday, noon, at 
city hall, passed resolutions commend- 
ing the action of the park committee 
of city council in ruling that the John 
A. White park, now under construc- 
tion, is to eombine all park features 
instead of being devoted exclusively to 


golf. ; 

The resolution in full is as follows: 

Whereas, it has come to the attention 
of the municipal playground directors that 
the park committee of city council has ap- 
proved the plans for a nine-hole golf course, 
picnic grounds, playgrounds, tennis courts, 
baseball diamonds, athletic field; thereby 
providing diversified recreation for aijll 
elasses of youth and adults in the John A. 
White park. 

Therefore be it resolved by the munici- 
pal playground directors, at their regular 
weekly meeting, that we indorse the action 
of the park committee, and commend 
them for providing an all-round recreation 
park, for the following reasons: 

1. That during the year 1927 the play- 
grounds operated for ten weeks, and during 
this period 206,809 children were entertain- 
ed on the playgrounds, against 78,659 peo- 
ple who played on the golf courses during 
the entire year. This is four times as many 
children on the playgrounds in ten weeks 
as golfers over the entire 52 weeks. 

2. That during the 20 weeks the pony 
tracks were operated, 58,571 children en- 
joyed a ride, against 78,659 golfers who 
played on the municipal golf courses during 
the entire year. 

8. That during the 12 weeks the munici- 
pal swimming pools were open to the pub- 
lic, 375,000 children went in bathing against 
78,659 golfers who played on _ the golf 
courses the entire year. 

4. The abore does not include the ten- 
nis players and baseball players, and other 
forms of recreation where no statistics are 
available. 

5. We think that a park should be de- 
veloped so as to give recreation for all 
classes, and not for any particular one, and 
that yonth should be given the right-of-way 
over all. 

6. That a copy of this resolution be fur- 
nished to the mayor and general council and 
the press.

A development today specially dis- 
concerting to Chicago traders friend- 
ly to higher prices for wheat was 
news that Kansas City was selling 
wheat for shipment to this city. 
Meanwhile today’s wheat receipts in 
Chicago, 539 cars, were the largest 
of the season to date, and Kansas 
City stocks showed an increase of 
more than 4,500,000 bushels for the 
week. . 

On the other hand, vessels were 
loading 560,000 bushel of wheat out of 
Chicago elevators today for shipment 
to eastern mills. Moderate export 
demand, too, was in evidence, with 
some call for No. 2 hard by way of 
Montreal and also by way of the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Weakness of corn was due to li- 
quidating sales of September holdings 
and to optimistic crop advices Sep- 
tember quotations went to about 10c 
under the outside figures of last 
week, an interesting feature was that 
the settlement price on defaults in 
July corn contracts was fixed today 
at $1.20 a bushel, including penalty. 
Oats reflected the weakness of wheat 
and corn.

Be- 
lief that the crop had been making 
fairly good progress since the begin- 
ning of the month probably encour- 
aged the selling, but on the whole 
the day’s fluctuations were consid- 
ered less the result of any immediate 
news feature than of further read- 
justments of the technical position in 
preparation for the government crop 
report due on Wednesday.
